THE CENTER OF MOISTURE. 


For n great many years the rain or tho 


moist center in this country was in the 
east,Jor rather on the southeast Atlantic 
coast, while in the far west drouth pre- 
vailed, to. a' much greater extent than;in 
the -old' settled portions of the coun • 
try. 
Tho 
eastern papers have had 


much to say of late regarding the great 
lack of raius in tho Xew .England statesj 
and it is not only bosoming a serious 
question to farmers, but doubly serious 
to manufacturers, who depend upon wa- 
ter as a motive power. Many mills have 
been compelled to stop for want of water 
and in a great many sections of tho cast 
tho crops have suffered materially on ac- 
count of the drouth. 
_ . 


The cause of this striking and impor- 


tant climatic .change is probably difficult 
to state. There was a time when the 
center of rainfall was in tho south—along 
tho const of Florida; imd the charts made 
by the department of. tho interior in 1870, 
showed that the greatest humidity was in 
that section of the United Stales. 
But 


all this has been changed. Rivers that 
were once quite pretentious, are now in- 
significeut. 
Rains that used to .be fre- 


quent and heavy are much loss frequent 
now and aro much lighter, in New Eng- 
land water-powers ;that were thought to 
bo as permanent as the hills, are trouble- 
somoly uncertain, and caiise a heavy loss 
to manufacturers. 


But in tho west there has been an im- 


portant change. Although Dome of the 
smaller •-western 
rivers 
have ahnost 


become nameless, there has boon a great 
improvement in the rainfalls. That pop- 
ulation and advancing civilization ha 
anything to do with this climatic change 
may bo questioned by some, but tho fact 
neverthele ss remains that with the set- 
tlement of new states and territories, 
with the planting of trees, with the build' 
me of railways, with the constructing of 
tolograph liues, and with the tilling of

DAKOTA CHOP STATISTICS. 


Tho Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul 


railway company has performed the very 
Important work of collecting statistics 
from the most reliable sources, of tho 
crop result of 1888 in the southern and 
central counties 
of Dakota, through 


which ran tho lines of that company. 


There are thirty counties touched by 


tho Chicago, Milwaukee &r[St. Paul road 
in that territory, which had a population 
in 1SS2, of 130,000, and in 1SS3, of 191,000, 
The acreage of wheat reached 4<19,700;

DE. HAMMOND'S ESTIMATE OF WOMEN. 


Last August Dr. "Wi lliam A. Hammond, 


.ate surgeon general of the United States 
army, wrote an • article for the North 
imei-ican ROVKTT, on "Woman 11 Poli- 
iics." In this article he yave what ho 
milled anatomical and physiological rea- 
sons why'wbmen.aro not fit for politics, 
and whysjiffrago should not be conferred 
upon .them'."" It .was a-well written article 
from'.Dr. Hammond's;p'oint of view of tho 
question, ...and'-.contained many sugges- 
tions' of valued "Wheflier his reasonings 
wore sound. iB~. not for us to afiirm or de- 
ny. His grotmdslor.liolding that wom- 
en arp'not e'qual"t0.men when it comes to 
battling-with politics, and engaging in 
tho coRrserjnrid Heavier;work of life, aro 
l').th'at!li£r brain'is riot-as large as tha 
df-a m'1iia^(2),that physically, she {is not 
uble'to'do the'TVork of a. man; (3) that 
she-is too emotional, hysterical, weak and 
trifling,- -to .stand out prominently and 
comm'imdingly in:tho Apolitical and busi- 
ness world ;'and (4) that to franchise wom- 
an and thrc*w her mto.-politicsj.wouldblot 
<jut her dignity, and drag her from the 
honorable position she now occupies, and 
make her an object of ridicule and con- 
tempt. 


This "attack" on woman has been an- 


swered by Mrs. Lillio Blake, Miss Nina 
Marais,' Mrs. Sara A. Underwood, asd 
Dr. Clemenco Sophia Lozicr, each one 
having an article in tho North Am'erioan 
Review for November. With such an 
artillery force as this, there is not much 
left of Dr. Hammond's position. They 
fire on all sides, and use all sorts of am- 
munition. They make a great deal o 
noise, and once in a while fire a pretty 
straight shot. They state a great many 
truths, and keep a great many in the 
background. 


Mrs. Blake attacks Dr. Hammond on 


his theory that woman has a smaller 
brain than man -which destroys her func- 
tional activity. Her chief pomt agains 
the doctor is that according to Broca 
when a man has less than 39 ounces 
ot brain he is an idiot, while a woman is 
competent io attend to the ordinary du- 
ties of life when she has 32 ounces. She 
also claims that many of the diffipul 
mathematical calculaticns'.connectcd with 
the building of the Brooklyn bridge 
were made by Mrs. Eoebling while her 
husband lay helpless from rheumatism 
Tho others follow pretty much the same 
lino of argument, but in addition, show 
that women are as strong to endure hard 
ship, pain, disappointment, reverses o: 
fortune, the struggle for a living, and the 
buffets of tho world, as men, and on the 
whole are more courageous and hopefu 
than men. This is the strongest argu- 
ment used by the women in answering 
Dr. Hammond. Their articles are inter 
esting if not altogether logical, and con- 
tain many suggestions and facts that wil 
prove profitable to all. persons interested 
iu the subject o* woman suffrage.

HOW TO MAKE COOD 


WASHINGTON, Oct. OT.— Hiram Trice, 


Commissioner of Indian Affairs, submitted 
liis annual report to tlie Secretary of the 
Interior. He calls attention to tlie 1'nct that 
the general condition of the Indlaus in 1SS3 
is in advance of the Indians of 18S2. Among 
the things ncedud to secure success mid 
eiliclency iu solving what is called tho 
ludiau problem lie enumerates: 1. An 
appropriation to survey the outbound- 
nries of Indian reservations, so that both 
Indians and white men may Know where 
they bavo rights and whore they have none. 
Tills will save not only much trouble and 
expense but many lives of both white men 
and Indians. 2. A law for tlie punishment 
ot persons who furnish arms or ammunition 
to Indians. Xo such Jaw now exists. :;. 
More liberal appropriations for Indian po- 
lice. 4. An appropriation of money suf- 
ficient to defray the expenses of detecting 
and prosecuting persons who furnish intoxi- 
cating liquor to Indians. 


Tho reports of his predecessors, he says,

beyond controversy that it has been produc- 
tive of more disease, crime and loss of life 
than all other canscs combined. In this 
connection he asks that tho law allowing 
army ofllcers to take whisky into the Jiidi.iu 
country be repealed, lie says • no ardent 
spirits fhould bo Introduced into the Indian 
country under any pretense-whatever, nor 
their ?ale permitted within twenty miles of 
an Indian reservation. 


llu asks that appropriations for" tho Indian 


service be made more in bulk, and not cut 
up into two hundred and sixty different 
heads, as it militates against tho eflicieucy 
of the service. 
Attention is called • to the 


fact that during the last four years S"5,231 
wore paid claim agents 1 y the Indians for. 
collecting from t]ie GoveriuueDt money due 
the Indians. He denounces tho practice in 
strong language. 


Mr. Price recommends that Congress con- 


fer both civil and criminal jurisdiction with- 
in their respective limits (except where such 
property is expressly exempted by treaty or 
act of Congress) and give tlie Indian. all the 
rights in the courts enjoyed by other per- 
sons. During the year 14C certificates and 
patents to lands In severally were issued to 
Indians ol' various tribes. He asks that 
Indians bo allowed to make homestead 
entries without 
payment oil . the • fees 


now required. He regards the law- 'for the 
•punishment of intruders on tho Indian res- 
ervation as entirely inadequate. 
All that 


can at present bo done Is to remove, tho ' in- 
truder, or If ho reappears to lirins a civil 
suit against him in the nature of an action of. 
debt to recover tho statutory penalty of 
31,000. 
The Commissioner notes nn encouraging 


increase in the attendance of Indian pupils 
at boarding and day schools during the year 
just closed. 


The number of Indians In Alaska is placed 


at 30,000. On tills subject tho report says: 
"If the published statements in reference to 
Alrska be true, we are doing much less for 
the civilization of these people than was 
dono before we took possession ot that coun- 
try. Tho Russian Government gave them 
laws, churches iind schools; tho American 
Government has done nothing in that direc- 
tion." The Commissioner reports the diffi- 
culties between the factions of tho 'Creek 
nation as amicably adjusted.

SAN FHAXCISCO, Oct. 27.—In the middle 


of August'last J. A. Robertson and a party 
of five went down to Mmtlan with the 
intention of purchasing a sugar planta- 
tion. Yellow'fever was found io prevail 
to such an extent in the place that tho 
party immediately heat a retreat, and as 
soon as they had gone into the country every 
ouo of them was taken down with the 
disease, one dying. After recovering, Rob- 
ertson returned to Mazatlan, waiting an op- 
portunity to got away from the pesthole. 
Up to the time of leaving, October 15, 
0,000, or one-third of the population, had 
died. 
Tho local papers stated that dur- 


ing the first week of September there 
had been 480 coflhi burials; but as a large 
portion-of tlie population was in abject pov- 
erty it was' estimated thu death rate was 
fully 000 during the week. The clay Robert- 
son left cloven bodies were thrown over- 
board from the Mexican gunboat Democrats, 
lying in the harbor. Of the large Amer- 
ican colony only two escaped nn at- 
tack of tlie lever, ami the names of seven 
well-known San Franciscans- are given as 
having died. Robertson believed the fever 
was at an end, it having nothing more to 
feed on. The virulence of the plague was 
such that in some c:iscs persons died thirty 
minutes after being attacked.

BiiELES, Oct. 27,—Reports received here 


from Paris state that measures intended to 
aid the Orlcanist movement aro taking an 
extremely active form, and .that money is 
likely to be used with great freedom, should 
it become apparent that it will answer the 
purposes of tho Royalists faction. 
One 


report says - definitely that the wealthy 
followers of tho Bourbons have raised a 
special fund of 100,000,000 francs, which it 
is proposed to distribute among the Deputies 
of the French Chamber for the purpose of 
securing their influence and obtaining their 
votes. This report is, however, discredited 
by tho Tagllatt, which to a certain extent 
may bo regarded as representing general 
official sentiment. The Orleauists are seek- 
ing sympathy here as well as at Vienna.
